enlisted in the U. S. Navy on 10/3/41, and entered on active 
duty on the same date at New Orleans, La. He was discharged 
under honorable conditions on 2/5/47 as a Seaman First Class 
at San Francisco, Calif, by reason of expiration of enlistment 

He was tried and convicted by a Summary Court-martial 
on 3/3/44 for AWOL from 2/18/44 to 2/24/44. He was sentenced 
to solitary confinement on bread and water for five days, and 
forfeiture of $33 of his pay per month for a period of three 
months; however , only so much of the sentence as pertains to 
the forfeiture of $33 of his pay per month for two months was 
approved. 


He was tried and convicted by a Summary Court-martial 
on 11/28/44 for AWOL from 9/i4/44 to 9/J-5/44, from 10/6/44 to 
10/7/44, and for applying to his own use one case of whiskey. 

He was sentenced to solitary confinement on bread and water 
for twenty days, and forfeiture of $24 of his pay per month 
for a period of eight months; however, if during the first ten 
days of his confinement, he maintained himself In a manner satis¬ 
factory to his commanding officer, the execution of the unexecuted 
part of the solitary confinement on bread and water would be 
remitted, and the loss of pay was reduced to $20 per month for 
a period of six months. 

He was tried and convicted by a Summary Court-martial 
on I/ 16/45 for AWOL from 12/l6/44 to 12/29/44. He was sentenced 
to bo confined for a period of fifteen days, and forfeiture of 
/^3 of his pay per month for three months. ,

the past five years, but has gotton to know him better in the 
past year. Sho said that she has been out with him only one 
time, but that apparently the Subject wants to go with her. She 
said that she has refused to go with him and as a result he 
continues to bother her. She said that between August and 
November, 1965, he was at her house at one time or another almost 
every day.

The only charge with which 
Leonard was concerned was 
one of resisting arrest in con¬ 
nection with Nix's refusal fol¬ 
lowing arrest late Monday to 
submit to fingerprinting at the 
county jail. Sheriff W. G. 
(Bud) Gray and Highway Pa¬ 
trol Investigator J. Y. Thomas 
both testified the defendant 
physically resisted fingerprint¬ 
ing and that physical force was 
required to obtain the prints. 

Nix was tried in his absence 
on this count, at the request 
of his attorneys. They dismiss¬ 
ed a plea of innocent and pre¬ 
sented no witnesses. 

On tlie other charges they 
entered no pleas. They said 
they would appeal on all 
coiffi4 r^°h a other alleged of¬ 


fenses occured in Beat 2, that 
of J. P. Camp. 

Nix was arrested by J. Y. 
Thomas and Ford O’Neal, also 
an inv.-tliitotor of the Highway 
Patrol, i ! r:r ! 5 p.m. Monday 
at- the intersection of U. S. 49 
North and Interstate 59. They 
charged him with traveling at 
an unlawful rate of speed, mak¬ 
ing the wrong turn, carrying 
the weapon and resisting ar¬ 
rest. The weapon was, they 
said, a "chain jack," an item 
similar to a blackjack except 
that it consists of steel links 
attached to a rope handle. 
The business of the fingerprint¬ 
ing occurred shortly after they 
reached jail with 

Officers said that Samuel 
Bowers, Imperial Wizard of 
Mississippi’s White Knights, 
was in the car with Nix. No 
charges are on file aganst 
Bowers. 

Justice of the Peace Leonard 
ordered that Nix be brought to 
Forrest county jail from Lau¬ 
rel, where his attorneys said 
he ,was either in bed 111 at 
home or in a hospital. 

The lawyers sliowcd the 
court what they described as a 
sworn statement of a Laurel 
doctor who said Nix was un¬ 
able to appear in court. For¬ 
rest county prosecutor James 
Dukes said the statement was 
inadequate,, the doctor should 
have made an appearance. 
Leonard said that if defense 
counsel wished to file an ap¬ 
peal they would have to do It

1 "l and | I at Laurel, Miss., on 2/11/66: 

About 6:00 P.M. Agents observed a 1963 Thunderbird 
and Volkswagen owned by DEAVOURS NIX parked in front of his 
residence, 325 N. 15th Ave. At 6:20 P.M. DEAVOURS NIX came 
out of his house and walked toward his Thunderbird, which 
was parked in his driveway. The Agents got out of their car, 
which was parked across the street from the house to the 
north of NIX's residence and walked toward NIX stating they 
wanted to talk to him. NIX stood by his car as the Agents 
approached. The Agents identified themselves to NIX and 
told him they would like to make arrangements to talk with him. 
The Agents advised NIX that he did not have to make any state¬ 
ment and any statement he did make could be used against him 
in a court of law. NIX interrupted and stated that he knew 
he had a right to consult his attorney, and he did not have 
to say one word, if he did not want to. 

The Agents asked NIX for his whereabouts on 1/9/66 
and~the-early rooming of 1/10/66. NIX said, ^"Naw-you are 
asking me questions, and I do not want to answer any - but if 
you have something you want to tell me, go ahead - you want 
to talk." The Agents told NIX they knew he planned the job 
on DAHMER and that NIX gave his "OK" that the job should be 
done. NIX said, "OK, now you prove it - and make your arrests - 
I think the persons responsible shouLd be arrested for this 
crime." The Agents ^told NIX that he should tell what he knew 
about the DAHMER fire bombing. 
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NIX said that the FBI, instead of spending so much 
on that "nigger," should be out fighting Communism. He 
then stated that someone has been coming Into his back yard, 
and he wanted to let the Agents know that if he ever caught 
anyone in his back yard, he would kill them. The Agents 
assured him they have never been in his back yard. NIX 
insisted that he had every right to protect his family. 

The Agents asked NIX if he would go to the FBI 
office in Laurel with the Agents to continue the conversation 
so that they would not disturb his family. NIX replied, 
"Certainly not." NIX then said, "Let me see your credentials 
again," whereby the Agents then showed their credentials to 
NIX. NIX carefully read in a loud voice the names and 
credential numbers of the Agents and then went into an un¬ 
controllable rage shouting and raving that the Agents had 
threatened his family. NIX also stated that if anything 
happened to his children or family, he would hold the 
Agents responsible. He then ordered the Agents off his 
property and called his wife, shouting, "Sybil, call the 
police." NIX, still in a rage, shouted at the top of his 
voice, "Go ahead, FBI, run, run. Why don't you wait for the 
police? You have used profane language and sworn at me. 

You have threatened my family, and you are disturbing my 
peace, and I am filing a complaint against you." 

The Agents got off of NIX's property as he ordered 
but only went to. the street and told NIX that they had no 
intentions of going any farther. NIX again shouted, "Go 
ahead, cowards, run. Why don't you wait for the police?" 

It was then explained to NIX that the Agents had 
in no way t hreat ened h im, his wife, or his children in any 
manner. SA I l and SA I I had also used no profanity 

in his presence nor had they In any way disturbed his 
peace.

NIX again turned to his wife and shouted, "Sybil, 
go ahead and call the police!" He also told her, "I want 
I ~1 called." 
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About 10 minutes later the police arrived, and NIX 
told them that he w anted "those 2 m en (pointing to the Agents) 
arrested." Captain I 1 Laurel PD, then asked 

NIX why he wanted the Agents arrested. NIX, still shouting 
so that everyone in the neighborhood could hear him, said 
"These men have threatened my family, used profane language, 
and they are disturbing my peace." The officers explained 
to NIX that he'would have to go to police headquarters to 
sign necessary papers for the charges he was making and no 
arrest could be made on the spot. The police officers then 
left, and so did the Agents. 

Captain | "*] suggested that the matter should be 

discussed in an area away from NIX*s residence whereby the 
Agents agreed and drove one block away. The Agents explained 
to the officers that the charges made by NIX were unfounded 
and that NIX went into a rage as soon as he learned the names 
of the Agents. The officers said there should not be any 
problem and that NIX would have to go to police headquarters 
to sign papers on any charges that he.would make.

The Agents told NIX they knew he planned 
the job on VERNON DAHMER and that NIX gave his "OK" that the job 
should be done. NIX said, "OK/ now you prove it - and make your 
arrests - I think the persons responsible should,be.arrested 
for this crime." The Agents told NIX that he should tell what 
he knew about the JWHMER fire bombing. 

NIX said that the FBI, instead of spending so much on 
that M nigger s '' should be out fighting Communism. He then stated 
that someone has been coming into his back yard, and he wanted 
to let. the Agents know that if he ever caught anyone in his 
back yard, he would kill them. The Agents assured him they have 
never been in his back yard, NIX insisted that he had every 
right to protect his family.

"I am well aware of the power of these men and 
also the brutality of these men with the FBI, and X 
am afraid of them, but I will not remain silent 
and see our American institution of eq u al justice 
under law destroyed without exposing those who work 
against it, regardless of their position or power. 


"I am very sorry about the bombing of the Damer 
nigger, as are all law abiding citizen's of Mississippi 
I do not know anything about the case and would be 
willing to help if I could, but until this unconsti¬ 
tutional civil rights business is brought under 
control, and the National Police quit messing around 
in our local affairs and preventing our local police 
from enforcing the law, I am not going to talk to 
anyone about anything even remotely connected with 
civil rights.

_ A review on November 23, 1965, by IC | | 

| St. Louis, of the military service records on file 
at the Military Personnel Records Center, St. Louis, 
Missouri, indicated DEAVOURS NIX, Serial Number 
274 72 02, enlisted in the U.S. Navy on October 3, 1941, 
and entered on active duty on the same date at New 
Orleans, Louisiana. He was discharged under honorable 
conditions on February 5, 1947, as a Seaman First 
Class at San Francisco, California, by reason 
e-Kpiratiow of enlistment. 

He was tried and convicted by a Summary Court- 
martial on March 3, 1944 for Absent Without Leave 
from February 18, 1944, to February 24, 1944. He was 
sentenced to solitary confinement on bread and water 
for five days, and forfeiture of $33 of his pay per 
month for two months was approved. 

He was tried and convicted by a Summary Court- 
martial on November 28, 1944, for Absent Without Leave 
from September 14, 1944, to September 15, 1944, from 
October 6, 1944, to October 7, 1944, and for applying 
to his own use one case of whiskey. He was sentenced 
to solitary confinement on bread and water for twenty 
days, and forfeiture of $24 of his pay per month for a 
period of eight months; however, if during the first 
ten days of his confinement, he maintained himself in 
a manner satisfactory to his commanding officer, the execu¬ 
tion of the unexecuted part of the solitary confinement 
m bread and water would be remitted, and the loss of pay

was reduced to $20 per month for a period of six months. 

He was tried and convicted by a Summary , 
Court-martial on January 16, 1945, for Absent Without 
Leave from December 16, 1944, to December 29, 1944. He 
was sentenced to be confined for a period of fifteen 
days, and forfeiture of $33 of his pay per month for 
three months. 

He was tried and convicted by a Deck Court 
on March 20, 1945 for absence over leave on March 17, 
1945 for a period of sixteen hours. He was sentenced 
to solitary confinement on bread and water for 
a period of ten days and forfeiture of $21 of his pay 
per month for a period of two months. 

He was awarded a Captain's Mast on 
November 20, 1946, for absence over leave on November 17 
1946, and received four days restriction. 

The records failed to show NIX having any 
specific training or knowledge in the field of 
explosives, radio or electronics while in the military 
service.

on VERNON DAHMER and that he, NIX, had given hla approval that the 
Job should be done. NIX said, "Okay, now you prove it—and make your 
arrests?/' NIX was asked to explain what he knew about the DAHMER 
fire bombing.

He then stated that the FBI, instead of spending so much 
on that "nigger," should be out fighting Communism. He then stated 
that someone has been coming into his back yard and he wanted to let Si . :

ALSO KNOWN AS 

ORIGINAL KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (OKKKK) 


A source advised on October 13, 1965, that the 
ACCA vies formed February, 1965, when members of the 
OKKKK residing in the Sixth Louisiana Congressional 
District broke away from the State organization in the 
Fail of 1964. 

The source stated members were told that even 
though the organization’s name had been changed to ACCA 
they should still consider themselves to be Klansmen and 
that they would continue to operate as Klansmen. 

In February, 1965, ACCA filed Articles of 
Incorporation with the Secretary of State’s Office in 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 

Source advised that the purpose of the ACCA 
is to promote Americanism, white supremacy and to main¬ 
tain segregation. 

A hearing was held in the United States District 
Court, Eastern District of Louisiana, New Orleans, during 
the week of September 11, 1965, wherein the ACCA and 
various individuals were held to answer a Justice Depart¬ 
ment petition seeking a temporary injunction against 
interference with the activities of civil rights workers 
in the Bogalusa, Louisiana, area.

A source advised that on February 15, 1964, approxi¬ 
mately 200 members of the Original Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (OKKKK) from the State-'of Mississippi met at Brookhaven, 
Mississippi. Those present decided to defect from the OKKKK 
and to form their own klan group In Mississippi to be known 
as the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi. 


This source advised that the aims and purposes of 
the White Knights of the Kii Klux Klan of Mississippi are to 
preserve Christian civilization, protect and promote white 
supremacy and the segregation of the races, to fight Communism 
and to extend the dignity, heritage, and rights of the white 
race of America. 


A second source advised on October 6, 1965 that 
the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi is an 
unincorporated secret organization existing in the State’of 
Mississippi and dedicated to the preservation of white 
supremacy at any cost, including the use of force and violence. 
The official constitution and other directives of the organ¬ 
ization do not show any advocation of force or violence, but 
it is generally conceded among the members that in the end 
force and violence will be the only salvation of the white 
man with regard to his relationships with the Negro race. 

The White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan Is controlled by the 
Imperial Wizard and other State Officers and the state is ' ( 
divided into districts and provinces. There is an estimated , 
membership, as of October 6, 1965 of 1500 to 2000 dues- 
paying members of this organization. The aims and purposes, 
of the organization continue to be the same as when the 
organization was created in February, 1964.

NIX asked for custody of the children, 
stating that he and his wife stopped living together on 
April 22, 1962. On July 17, 1962 , Mrs. NIX filed an answer to 
the above bill and denied all allegations made by her husband. 
She also asked for custody of the children and claimed that 
after the original complaint was filed she and her husband lived 
together until June 15 , 1962 . They were living In the family 
residence at 325 North 15 th Avenue. She also accused DEAVOURS

On April 23, 1966, a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past advised that he attended a public rally 
held at the drag strip in the Eatonville Community of Forrest 
County, which is near Hattiesburg, Mississippi. This rally 
was sponsored by the White Christian Protective and Legal Defense 
Fund (WCPLDF). He said the WCPLDF is a fund raising 
organisation that is being used by the White Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi (WKKKKOM) in defense of the men 
who were arrested in connection with the alleged burning and 
shooting into the residence of former National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) leader Vernon 
Dahmer of Forrest County, Mississippi, which took place on 
January 10, 1966. The source advised that a sign was erected 
on a ticket booth at the entrance to the rally which read

Laurel Man Tells Of Beating 

Hattiesburg, Miss. — In a special report from a Southern Review corres¬ 
pondent, the following facts were learned concerning the arrest and im¬ 
prisonment of a citizen of Laurel. This reporter believes it to be an ex¬ 
ample of arrest and persecution for political purposes. 

Mr. Deavours Nix, owner of John's Restaurant, Laurel, made a trip to 
Hattiesburg on the afternoon of Monday, February 14, 1966, to purchase ad¬ 
vertising time for his restaurant from radio station WBKH, During the trip

veillance of radio-controlled patrol cars and officers of the FBI and Miss¬ 
issippi State Highway Patrol investigators. During this time, Mr. Nix was 
conscious of this surveillance, and, therefore, doubly alert and careful 
not to violate any traffic regulations. When his business in Hattiesburg 
was completed, Mr. Nix, still under close surveillance by the investigators, 
drove back toward Laurel. Finally, when it became clear that Mr. Nix would 
return to Laurel without violating any traffic regulations or any other laws. 
State Highway Patrol investigators J. Y. Thomas and Ford O'Neill overtook 
him as he was entering Interstate 59, northbound, from U. S. 49. 

The posted ramp speed limit between these two highways is 30 miles per 
hour, and this point was carefully noted and observed by Mr. Nix, just as he 
had been noting and observing all other traffic regulations while he was in 
Hattiesburg. (It should be understood that the speed limit on the In ter- 
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hour, and as there are viKnally no minor regulations 

to oe opserved while traveling on the Interstate, the ramp leading to Inter¬ 
state 59 presented the last possible opportunity to the State Investigators 
for an arrest for speeding.) Mr. Nix was falsely accused by Thomas and 
O'Neill of "driving 47 miles per hour in a 30-mile zone," and promptly in¬ 
formed that he "must go to the County jail with us." Mr. Nix was taken to 
the County jail in a brown 1965 Plymouth with a beige top, in custody of 
J. Y. Thomas and Ford O'Neill and also followed in this journey by a blue 
1965 Plymouth in which an investigator identified as Richardson was riding. 
Arriving at the jail, Mr. Nix requested to be allowed to pay his fine, and 
was told by Thomas, "That will come later." 

Immediately after Mr. Nix was taken inside the jail, about 5:00 P. M,, 
swarms of FBI and State investigator carB began to assemble in the yard 
outside the Court House. There were approximately a dozen of these cars, 
each containing at least two men, who assembled in the jail yard between . 

5:00 and 6:00 P. M. The entire'atmosphere was'one of complete and absolute 
police domination over the individual rights of any and all citizens in the 
vicinity by this massive police demonstration. 

The accused law violator, Mr. Nix was outnumbered approximately 30-1. 
Several of the inmates of the jail remarked to Mr. Nix that they had never 
"seen such a crowd of cops assembled in the jail yard before." Some in¬ 
mates were convinced that Mr. Nix must have at least robbed the U. S. mint 
in order to justify such an assemblage, when in fact, Mr. Nix, whom the 
Establishment imagines to be a political enemy, had only been traveling a 
highway ramp at the legal speed of 30 miles per hour. 

Inside the jail. Ford O'Neill attempted to fingerprint Mr. Nix, but the 
latter refused to cooperate, giving as his reason the fact that he was being 
held on a misdemeanor charge, and not a felony, and insisting that he did 
not have to submit to this procedure of criminal identification. Finally, 
Sheriff Bud Gray come on the scene, grabbed Mr. Nix^around the body, twist¬ 
ed his arm behind his back, kicked him, and wrenched his body back and 
forth until he caused enough pain to Mr. Nix to force him to submit to the 
fingerprinting. 

Mr. Nix has a long history of back trouble. His back was broken in an 

' "accident’several" years ago,~and”the' vi'dl'ent twisting' and _ wrenching~of his-- 

body by Sheriff Bud Gray, a large and powerful man, has caused him further 
injury. Mr. Nix was not released from the Forrest County jail until the 
following day. He was kept in the jail bull pen during the night of 
February 14-15, After his release and return to his home in Laurel, he 
sought medical attention and was confined to a bed in the hospital by his 
physician. 

At his trial in Hattiesburg on Wednesday, February 16, Mr. Nix, through 
his attorney, while still under a physician's care in Laurel, presented 
a notarized doctor's certificate attesting to his physical illness, and 
requested a continuance. This was summarily denied, all his bonds, in the 
amount of $1200, were ordered forfeited, and he was "convicted" of resist¬ 
ing an officer and fined $150 and 30 days in jail by the Justice of the Peace 
in Forrest County. 

Mr. Nix has been repeatedly alleged to be a member of the Ku Klux Clan. 

He was sotnmoned before the House Committee on Un-American Activities in the 
recent Washington hearings. Many accusations have been made against him, 
but not one shred of proof involving his affiliation with the organization 
or any criminal activity has ever been offered. He has never been in- 
“ vescigated“by~a - Grand — Jury~ln“connect lon' wlth'thls;“he~ba'8 _ neverbeen charged 
with a felony, and enjoys a good reputation as a hard-working citizen of 
Laurel, Mississippi. He is married, the father of three school children 
in Laurel. Mr. Nix has stated publicly by means of a sworn affidavit that 
on Friday, February 11, prior to hie arrest in Hattiesburg on the trumped- 
up speeding charge, he was cursed, and the safety of his family was threat¬ 
ened by two FBI agents, Webb and Ingram. Following this cursing and threat¬ 
ening, Mr. Nix swore out affidavits against these two FBI agents at the City 
Hall in Laurel, and he believes that the incident in Hattiesburg was a direct 
outgrowth of his filing the affidavits against the two FBI men.. Mr. Nix 
'has further stated that this case i6 a clear-cut illustration of the coll¬ 
aboration which exists between the national police force of Nicholas Katzen- 
bach and the State police force of Lyndon B. Johnson's lackey, Paul B. 

Johnson.

On FBI Violence 

On Friday, February 11, 1966, at about 6:30 P. M., after dark, I walked 
out of the front door of my residence on 15th Avenue in Laurel, Mississippi, 
to get in my automobile, which was parked in my driveway. As 1 was unlock¬ 
ing my car door, I heard someone shout from across the street, "Hey, 

Deavours." I looked up and two men immediately jumped out of a turquoise 
colored 1963? Plymouth, which was parked across the street from my house. 

They both crossed the street at a fast walk, toward me, and entered my front 
yard-and driveway without my permission'.- The taller of the two spoke first 
to me in a harsh, stem voice and said, "We want to talk to you." I re¬ 
plied, "So, you want to talk to me?" The smaller of the two snarled, "We 
have been waiting to get to you for a long time." The other one made the 
first of several veiled threats against ray wife and three children. The 
first one then demanded that I account for ray whereabouts on the night of 
the bombing of the Dahmer nigger's house in Hattiesburg. 

I immediately pointed out to these men that they were operating under 
false pretense, and were trying to question me rather than talk to me,which 
is what they had promised to do when they first walked up to me on my prop¬ 
erty. In addition, I pointed out that I did not know either of them per¬ 
sonally and that they had failed to identify themselves to me. They then pro¬ 
duced some card folders from out of their pockets which identified them as 
special agents Ingram (the taller of the two), and Jim Webb, #4453, of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

When I found out that these men were FBI men, I immediately informed them 
that I did not trust them, and that 1 was afraid of them and chat I wanted 
them to leave my property Immediately. I told them that I believed that they 
had masterminded a plot which caused dynamite to be planted in a Laurel 
citizen'^“car“only last'week,'and'that-I-was not-going-to-have-anything to- —( 
do with anyone that would do a thing like that. Ingram, then threatened to 
sue me for that statement, and I replied, "I don't care about that because 
I know it is the truth." 

He then said, "You had better be careful, because something might happen 
to your wife and three children. When he said that I told him that was the 
second time that he had threatened my wife and children, and if anything did 
happen to my family, I would hold them personally responsible. 

When he realized that he had committed a felony by threatening the per¬ 
sonal safety of my wife and children, Ingram then assaulted me by shaking 
his finger right in my face, and attempting to bluster, deny and frighten 
me all at the same time. I told him to Cake his finger out of roy face and 

Ingram then started cursing and said, "You G--D-S--0-B-, I'll shake my 

finger at who I D- well please." 

Whereupon, I informed him that he had committed a crime against Che peace 
and dignity of the State of Mississippi, and immediately I turned to Che front 
door of my house where my wife and son were standing and listening, and told 
them to call the police immediately. The two FBI men then hurried back to¬ 
ward their car across the street, and I challenged them to be honest for a 
change and wait for the'police to afrLve. ThS - cYey - pOIlC5faen~WTTOTirr'ived ~ 
were Captain Sellers and Patrolman Wells. 1 told them what had happened 
and told them that I wanted these two violators arrested and charged with 
disturbing the peace and threatening my wife and children and using profane 
language in public. The city policemen were nervous and appeared to be a- 
fraid of the FBI men. The city policemen were reluctant to take the FBI men 
into custody, which, of course, they were supposed to do. 

Finally, when I saw that the City policemen were not going to do anything, 

I left immediately for the city hall and arriving there, I swore out affidavits 
against the two violators, and formally charged them with the crimes which 
they had committed. 

On the morning of Saturday, February 12, 1966, just before noon, I called 
the Laurel Police Department to find out what had been done about the case. 

I was told by the lady desk clerk that Ingram and Webb had escaped and could 
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no longer be found the ctty of Laurel. She also told me that my sworn com- 
plaintsTWere in the hands of Police Chief, Clyde Nix. 

Then I called Bob l.ee~, the head FBI man in Laurel. I asked him to assist 
the Laurel Police In bringing Webb and Ingram to justice. Mr. Lee was very 
evasive and tried to suggest that he and I get together and "talk this thing 
out." I informed Mr. Lee that these men had comitted several crimes and that 
the judge was the proper man to hear the case. I do not believe that it is 
either lawful or proper to have secret discussions about crimes. I feel that 
the maintenance of law and order In our community requires that the law be 
enforced without fear or favor. 

There is no doubt in my mind or the mind of any informed person in Laurel, 
that this community is swarming with a large number of arrogant and violent 
men in the FBI service. These men are openly contemptuous of law and obey 
only some clandestine code of their own, by which they secretly protect each 
other from prosecution. They are so well financed and organize d tha t our 
honest local police - live in" terror of them'. - "" ’ 

I am well aware of the power of these men and also the brutality of these 
men with the FBI and I am afraid of them, but I will not remain silent and 
see our American institution of equal justice under law destroyed without 
exposing those who work against it, regardless of their position or power. 

I am very sorry about the bombing of the Dahmer nigger, as are all law 
abiding citizens of Mississippi. I do not know anything about the case and 
would be willing to help if I could, but until this unconstitutional civil 
rights business is brought under control, and the National Police quit mes¬ 
sing around in our local affairs and preventing our local police from en¬ 
forcing the law, I am not going to talk to anyone about anything even re¬ 
motely conncected with civil rights. 

I hope that the publication of this will help to inform the people of 
America of the danger which exists in a National Police force. If it does, 
then the humiliation and sacrifice to which I may be subjected may not be 
in vain. 

With charity for all, and malice toward none, I shall always remain a 
peaceful and loyal citizen of Mississippi and America.

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, L961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at av meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on August 4, 1965, that the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in several 
southern states. This source said that Robert M. Shelton is

the petition was filed Thursday 
afternoon in Jones County Chan¬ 
cery Court by Charles Blackwell 
of Laurel and Travis Buckley ot 
Bay Springs, attorneys for the 
student and her parents, 

The petition identifies Nors- 
worthy as en Instructor in one 
of the classes attended by the 
student, McClure as the high 
school principal, Thomas and 
Easterwood as instructors and 
counselors and Caughman as su¬ 
perintendent of education. 

It is charged in the petition 
that on Nov. 14 a classmate gave 
Judy Nix a copy of the Southern 
Review, a bi-monthly newspaper 
published in Jackson and that 
Norsworthy took her to the of¬ 
fice of McClure, "where all of 
the named respondents except 
Caughman interrogated her in 
detail regarding her reason for 
possessing ike paper." 

The petition further charges 
that "they warned her that if 
she were caught in possession of 
another issue of said paper she 
would be expelled from school 
and prohibited from attending 
any other school in the Laurel 
Pubtic School System." 

It is also set out in the petition 
the student was told that before 
she could bring any other news¬ 
papers or periodicals on the 
school premises she would be 
reo.uired to first submit them to 
the principal. 

The petitioners aver '.hat this 
action has caused Judy Nix to 
fear she may be expelled regard- 
les'. -of whether she obeys the 
reasonable orders of the school 


| officials or r.ol. snd has caused 
! her great fear, embarrassment. 

' humiliation and concern by the 
fact ihaL she was singled out for 
punishment because she brought 
said paper to class. 

It is also charged there was 
no reasonable cause for the 
treatment and that the student 
was the only one so abused. 

She avers that she is entitled 
to attend school unmolested by 
the respondents so long as she 
conducts herself in a manner 
which does not disrupt the or¬ 
derly procedure 'and doas not 
have immoral or unchristian 
manner — "end she has not so 
behaved.”. 

It is farther charged the 
threats are calculated to de¬ 
prive her of her right to attend a 
public school she and her parents 
help support through taxes, and 
that the action attempts to de¬ 
prive her of her rights, privileg¬ 
es and immunities guaranteed 
ber by the Constitution. 

The petition also charges ac¬ 
tion of the authorities is calcu¬ 
lated to deprive her of the right 
to enjoy freedom of the press, 
freedom of expression and free¬ 
dom from unreasonable search 
and seizure. 

It is also set out it is intend¬ 
ed that students have the right 
to acquire a well-rounded polit¬ 
ical and social education as long 
as the same does not disturb 
the orderly function and opera¬ 
tion of the school. 

The petition asserts the ac¬ 
tion tends to deny Judy and 
others the right to select and 
read newspapers of their choice, 
and that it denies Mr. and Mrs. 
Nix the right to send their child 
to a school they help support 
through taxes. 

It is also asserted that Judy 
will suffer be irreparable injury 
if an injunction is not issued 
immediately, and that an in¬ 
junction is the only complete 
remedy at the disposal of the pe¬ 
titioners.
